Will* Remain* to Not*d Alienist 
fer 
Dissection and Study of Un* 
curable Disease. 


Philadelphia. S e p t 
6.—Dr. W. J . 
McGee, the noted scien tist and an­ 
thropologist, who died at h is home 
in W ashington of cancer after an ill­ 
ness of several weeks, has w illed his 
body to I*rof. Edward A. Splttka of 
J efferson college, in order that the 
noted alienist and pathologist 
may 
use it for dissection and to study the 
cancer cells and ascertain the cause 
of the disease. 
It has not been uncommon for medi 
cal m en to will their brains to science. 
T his is believed to be the first case 
on record where a scientist has given 
up his entire body so that specim ens 
m ight be made from all portions 
of 
his anatom y to discover If possible 
if there was anything new In the 
cause of cancer that was not already 
known. 
Dr. McGee sent for Dr. Spdtzka as 
soou as he knew h© was going to 
die and m ade arrangem ents for the 
transfer of hie body to this city for 
use on the dissecting 
table. 
The 
noted physician w as alw ays eccentric 
and w ee regarded as one of the great­ 
est geologists of the world. 
H e was 
fifty-nine years old and 
m arried 
in 
1888 
Dr. A nita Newcomb, daughter of 
Prof. N ew com b ot the U niversity of 
C alifornia.
